W a sh in g to n, Dec. 8.—The German 
advance in China is being watched with 
keen interest in c facial and diplomatic 
oirclea here, owing to the latest cable re­ 
ports that Germany had followed ap hot 
occupation of Kiao-Chou bay and forth 
boat ion* by saudi ag an armed force in­ 
land and occupying the town of Kiao- 
Chou. 
While it is said that the United 
States has no direct concern in the 
trouble, every development is being ob­ 
served. 
It is understood that the position of 
this government is that of a disinter­ 
ested observer, always active, however, 
to protect those 
American interests 
which have been built up at the large 
treaty peris. 
At present there is no 
suggestion that these may be affected, 
but the controversy is assuming such a 
phase by Germany's forward march 
that it may extend at any time beyond 
the question of occupying Kiao-Chou 
bay, and involve the treaty ports as well 
as all China. 
This is the view taken by 
some of the best posted diplomatic 
officials.

“The vital question at issue has not 
keen touched by the revolutionary ef­ 
fort of Saga*ta to end the war by means 
of a craftily incomplete proposition that 
carries with it no constitutional guaran­ 
tee whatever. 
All who are familiar 
with the Spanish legislation know that 
a valid grant of an autonomous colonial 
system that involves not only the repeal 
of all existing laws upon that subject, 
but also the transfer of the control of a 
large pert of the national revenues of 
Spain to a Coloma! legislature, cannot bi 
made except by an act passed by both 
house* of the oortea and approved bv 
the queen regent. 
The effort just made 
to secure that result by a mere royal de­ 
cree, unsupported by parliamentary ac­ 
tion, lias, therefore, been justly denied 
by Romero Robledo, late mi ulster of 
justice, as a purely revolutionary pro­ 
ceeding in defiance of the legislation. 
Mr. Taylor then proceeds to review in 
strong language the different steps taken 
by the Spanish government in its efforts 
to continue its power over the revolu­ 
tionary islaL.i and comments on the 
action of the Uuited States in the pres­ 
ent war and says: 
“ If we scorn and spit upon the Cu­ 
bans until victory aud aud indepen­ 
dence are won without aid or comfort 
from us, why should they not turn to 
one or the other of the great maritime 
powers, that will theu be ouly to eager 
to supply all their wants and to enter 
rn tv the closest relations with them? 
We have for a king time declared no 
European power other than Spain shall 
ever possess Cuba. 
We may so blunder 
as to be forced to maintain that conten­ 
tion at the point of the sword. 
Out 
of such possible difficulties, the way is 
now clear and easy. 
“Let the pending belligerency resolu­ 
tion be promptly passed by the house 
and Spain's power in Cuba will collapse 
like a punctured balloon. 
For that 
reason she is making a dept*rate fight 
against it, with the aid of the present 
administration. 
Only through the tri­ 
umph of the revolutionary government 
can permanent and lasting pc •» lie es­ 
tablished in Cuba; 
only through a 
prompt aud decided expression of sympa­ 
thy with that government can we extri­ 
cate ourselves from a dilemma which is 
fast growing into the most shortsighted 
aud disgraceful episode in our national 
history.”

D a yto n, O., Dec. 8. — A petition 
signed by 3,000 veteran inmates of the 
central branch National Military home 
near this city was mailed last evening 
to congress. 
The petition sustains the 
proposition of General Breckenridge, 
inspector general of the army, to give 
the direct control of all soldiers’ homes 
to the secretary of war. 
The veterans 
especially commend the recommenda­ 
tion of General Breckenridge providing 
for commutation of rations. $8 or $10 a 
month, white on furlough or permanent 
leave from the home, as this money in 
addition to their pensions would enable 
them to live comfortably with their 
families away from the soldiers* home.
